A pulitzer prize winner. M iss Mis­ 
lay scribbled her poems in cheap 
notebooks an d som etim es had d if­ 
ficulty reading her own h a n d w rit­ 
ing later. She frequently worked all 
night com posing the sonnets and 
other lines th a t gained lier fam e 
A sign a t the gate of her hem e has 
warded off casual callers for years. 
“No adm ittan ce except by ap p o in t­ 
m ent," it read# 
“ R enascence" at 19 
Miss M illay penned one of her 
best-know n poems, “R enascence,” at 
the age of 19. while still a school 
girl in New England. It reads, m 
part; 


I would I were alive again 
To kiss the Angers of the rain. 
To drink into my eyes the shine 
Of every slanting silver line. 
To catch the freshened, fra g ra n t 
breeze 
From drenched and dripping apple 
trees.” 


The p^em captured the atm o s­ 
phere of th e hills at Cam den. Me., 
where Miss Millay grew up 
Won Many Awards 
She won m any aw ards, including 
the Pulitzer prize in 1923 for "T he 
llaxp-W eavers and O ther Poems ’* 
She was ad ep t a t topical w riting 
Her "M urder of Lidice' vividly de­ 
scribed Nazi en tran ce rn to a C zecho­ 
slovakian village. Her book ‘T here 
are No Islands Any M ore” m irrored 
th e world's trouble of World W ar II 
At G reenw ich Village, New York 
City's a rt colony, she spoke for the 
"flam ing youth" of the Tw enties in 
such verses a*: 


My candle burns at both lls ends; 
It will not last the night. 
But. ah. 
my 
foes, and 
oh.

friends, 
It gives a lovely light.'*
